Chiefs of the fire departments in New York, 
Louis, Omaha, and New Orleans said 
yesterday in interviews obtained by THE 
TRIBUNE that a union among firemen in their 
cities would not be tolerated. Chief Horan 
agreed with them that a labor organisation 
among firemen was demoralizing to the 


service. 
How Intimidators Argue. 

Twenty uniformed firemen composed the 
“intimidation committee that last week 
called on several aldermen who had voted in 
opposition to the two platoon system. All 
of them wore buttons. They were aggressive, 
and in at least one instance they were inso- 
lent. 
“ ‘The aldermen cannot afford to ignore the 
fact that every fireman in Chicago won will 
be a member of the union,’’ said the spokes- 
man, in advancing arguments in the interest 
of the extension of the two platoon system. 

“T suppose, answered the alderman, 
“that the whole question of turning the fire 
department into a labor union will come up 
before the finance committee, when it meets 
this month to consider its annual budget. I 
for one am opposed to it strongly. I believe 
it will divide the department anddestroy dis- 
cipline, and the taxpayers of my ward are 
against it.“ 

“No alderman can afford to take that po- 
sition,” was the answer. 


Refuses to Be Bluffed.” 

„This alderman can,“ was the reply. and 
I want you men to understand right now that 
you can't bluff me. Tou ame here with your 
uniforms and your buttons on to intimidate 
me. It won't do. You have injured your 
cause. I shail vote against any additional 
appropriation for extending the two platoon 
system, and that ie final.” 

It is not known how many aldermen the 
committee called on, but it is the intention 
to use pressure on every alderman whe is be- 
lieved to be opposed to extending the double

Every few minutes a Dickie would ap- 
proach him and ask him for a cigaret, a glass 
of ginger pop, or a Teddy bear. If he did 
not produce at once he was compelled to ex- 
plain audibly why he had neglected to pro- 
vide himself with a full stock of the “ little 
necessities of life.” 

Altogether it was a strenuous day for the 
first son of a strenuous president. 

The initiation will continue until next Fri- 
day. Every day young Roosevelt will be 
compelled to perform all sorts of weird 
“stunts” for the edification of the Dick- 
les and the public at large.

In an interview this evening Prime Minis- 
ter Clemenceau said: 

“If the church wishes war it will have it. 
I cannot but be struck by one thing. Here 
is the law of 1881 governing public assem- 
blages. All the French people have observed 
this law, until now the pope tells the clergy: 
‘You will not recognize this law. You will 
violate it immediately.’ All who were in- 
clined to obey the law now will disregard it 
and bow under Rome’s order. Is not that 
startling proof that aside from the negular 
authority of the country there is another 
power seeking to usurp the law? Thatisa 
condition that cannot endure.’’ 


Calls Pope’s Order Brutal. 

„The encyclicai is grave, said M. Briand. 
“While condemning the law of 10906, it ad- 
vises recourse to the oom mon law.

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BILLICK CASE LIKE HOCH’S, 


Police Are Informed of His Con- 
nection with Another Death. 


GIRL EXPIRES IN A STORE. 


Symptoms Similar to Those Which Car- 
ried Off Six of Vrzal Family. 


An unknown girt entered into the vraal 
poisoning case last night, opening up a 
line of inquiry into Herman Billick’s career 
that led the police back five years, and may 
unveil a series of deaths similar to that 
which followed in the trail of the arch wife 
murderer, Johann Hoch. 

Lieut. O’Brien of the New City police sta- 
tion received information that five years 
ago Billick was present at the death of a 
young Bohemian girl whom he had induced 
to believe that he would marry her, despite 
the fact that he hed a wife and children. 
This girl, according to the police informant, 
had money and the relations between her and 
Billick had progressed to such « stage that 


they went to awtore in South Halsted street 


to pick out the furniture for the home they 
were to establish. 
Girl Drops Dead in Store. 

In this store, while looking over vate Sa 
the girl dropped dead. Her death was laid 
heart trouble and stomach disorders, but the 
symptoms, as far as the police have learned, 
were identical with those displayed by the six 
members of the Vrzal family who have died 
since Billick became the family friend.” 

Detectives, Radin and Schulky of the New 
City station tried’ to establish the facts ia 
the case, but could not get the name of the 
girl or any further facts connecting her with 
Billick. 

Further facts in connection with the Vrsal 
family were prie@ out of the various wit- 
nesses in the case by Assistant Chief Schuett- 
ler and Inspector Shippy, who held an eight 
pee session at the Hyde Park police sta- 

on. 

Boy Shows Poison Symptoms. 

The features of the case leading to the 
theory that Billick practiced hypnotism, end 
that the administration of the poison may 
have been directed by his art, were ex- 
amined into by the assistant chief, who is 
an authority on the subject of hypnotism. 

That Billick worked magic spells and in- 
cantations, and fed pills to the children ot 


„Jerry Vreal, who appeared 
to feel freer from the influence of Billick 
than at any time since the arrest. The boy 
will be examined today by a physician, as 
he admitted that Billick had given him 
pills, too, and he shows symptome of arsenic 
poison. 

New Evidence Is Secured.

Billick at one time worked in a chemical shop 
in Cleveland and wes acguainted with the uses 
and natures of poisons.

He is a criminal by his own admission and 
admits only such things as we can prove. 
The whole case now rests on the examination 
of the bodies.” 

Two Children Found Unconscious. 

Ella Vrzal and Bertha Vrzal were discov- 
ered the evening of Oct. 20 unconscious from 
the effects of gas escaping from a gas stove 
in the bathroom where their mother had sent 
them to take a bath. A woman whose name 
was not learned by the police called at the 
mouse to buy some milk and smelled the gas 
escaping. After learning from Mrs. Vrzal 
the condition of the children she called Dr. 
E. F. Napleralski, 618 West Eighteenth 
street, who went to the house and was in- 
formed by Mrs. Vrzal that the children did 
not need a physician's aid. 

“The circumstances looked suspicious to 
me,” said Dr. Napleralski, because the 
woman was not at all solicitous about the 
little girls, in spite of the fact that both were 
lying on the bed unconscious and likely to 
die. I asked her to help me in my attempts 
to revive them, and she answered that she 
did not have time just then. When I asked 
her to go to the drug store to get medicine 
for taem she asked me if there would not 
be time enough for that in the morning, and 
said there was no hurry. about the matter, 
because Ella, the elder of the two girls, would 
goon die. anyway. . 

“T did not know what to make of the 
woman's attitude, but after I learned by in- 
quiry among the neighbors that the children 
had nearly met death in the same way a week 
previously, I had the gas shut off from the 


house. 
Boy Cautioned by Billick. 

“ Jerry Vrzal told the police that on the 
day his mother drank the potion that caused 
her death Billick called at the house and 
asked for the bottle. 

I told him she had throw it in the stove,” 
said Jerry.“ and he told me not to tell 
the doctor or the police that he had been at 
the house, and he went right out.“ 

During the examination over the question 
of his visit with Mrs. Vreal a few hours be- 
fore the woman drank poison, Billick showed 
the first signs of breaking down.

CHICAGO COMMANDER EXPELLED 
AND WILL HEAD REVOLT. 


Sectres Church and Will Begin Serv- 
lees Next Sunday to Contest Vo- 
liva’s Action — Prophet“ Charles 
F. Parham Sends Message That He 
Will Return from California This 
Week to Resume Old Fight for 
Converts. 


The first split in the Christian Catholic 
Apostolic Church in Zion as a result of the 
stringent rule of Voliva, Dowie's successor 
as general oversesf, was announced yester- 
day, when it was officially stated that Over- 
seer W. F. Piper, head of the Chicago congre- 
gation, had been removed from offic®. This 
was followed by Piper's declaration that he 
has rented a church at Indiana avenue and 
Thirty-first street, where he will begin serv- 
ices next Sunday, for the purpose of con- 
testing Voliva’s action. 

It is aseerted by Piper's friends that a ma- 
jority of the Chicago congregation will fol- 
low Piper to the new church and renounce 
Voliva. 

The general overseer announced in Zion 
City during the day that he had removed 
the Chicago commander for cause, and 
had placed Elder E. A. McCullough, as- 
sistant editor of Leaves of Healing, in charge 
of the Central tabernacle, at Michigan ave- 
nue and Sixteenth street. 


Parham Coming to Zion City. 

A follower of Charles F. Parham, the 
‘prophet of the gift of tongues,“ received a 
telegram during the day that the leader who 
announced his withdrawal wo weeks ago 
will return to Zion City to take up the fight 
against Voliva. 

Parham is now in Los Angeles, Cal. He 
declares he will return to Zion City this week, 
and adds: Pray for the battle.“ W. F. 
Carothers, field director for Mr. Parham, says 
with the return of his leader a relentless 
warfare will be waged with Overseer Voliva 
for final control of Zion City. 

Mr. Parham first appeared in Zion City 
about the time that Dowie lost control. He 
claimed to have a religion of his own and 
called it the Apostolic church. His prosélyt- 
ing was successful and between 400 and 500 
of the Zion citizens accepted his leadership.

Iam in constant 
touch with all classee of my people, north 
and south, and I do not hesitate to say that 
the negro has no ambition to mingle socially 
with the white race, neither has he any ambi- 
tion to dominate the white man in political 
matters. 

What the negro is interested in far beyond 
any social intermingling,,.far beyond the 
matter racial of political domination, is that 
individually he and his family shall receive 
justice. 

“The scare of social equality, the scare of 
possible racial domination has kept many 
white people in the south from helping the 
negro, and the fear on the part of the negro 
that he will not receive fair play has kept the 
negro leaders in doubt.“

| Catholics of France will consent to follow 
him or not. If they do the government will 
act with even greater energy because of the 
tolerance it has manifested heretofore. 
Every violation of the law will be prose- 
cuted, and, furthermore, special measures, 
legislative and otherwise, may be taken.“ 

The special measures referred to by M. 
Briand are those intimated by Premier 
Clemenceau in the chamber of deputies— 
namely: to strip the clergy of their privi- 
leges, compel them to perform Ser 
ice, and, as a last resort, to as 
foreign subjects, 

Militant Catholics are rejoicing at wel stern 
attitude of the pope. A religious organ seys 
the faithful can now face the future with 
serenity and show the persecutors of the 
church that the Daughter of Eternity dis- 
dains the efforts of wicked men and will 
triumph in the end.” 


Decision of the Vatican. 

The decision of the vaticaa, which is in the 
form of answers to specific questions, may 
be summarized as follows: 

Parish priests, vicars, etc., must remain 

passive and may aot codpe in any act of 
sequestration, but if the bishop considers that 
the refusal of the treasurers te surrender the 
keys may cause grave consequences, he can 
permit them to do so on condition that they 
do not sign any document consecrating the 
spoliation. 
Bishops may authorize Catholic organisa- 
tions to participate in sequesters if the refusal 
would endanger positions necessary for the 
maintenance of their families, but parish 
priests and other Catholics cannot participate 
in acts of sequestration in any’ manner un- 
less the sequestered ecclesiastical property 
is permitted to pay rent to the public ad- 
ministrator, or unless the contract cannot 
be broken without heavy loss. 

Churches, presbyteries, Episcopal man- 
sions, seminaries, etc., which are seized can- 
not be rente@ except in case of absolute 
necessity, and after the administrator has 
signed a declaration not to attempt in any 
wise to abridge the liberty of the lessee. 

If called to the colors ecclesiastics must 

appeal to the council of state, but pending 
the council's decision, should their failure 
to respond to the call subject them to the 
penalty of desertion, they oan report for 
service, and, if cultural associations are 
formed, the parish priest must remain in 
his church and continue to say mass until 
driven out by violence. 
If a schismatic priest appears the legit- 
imate priest must leave the church, first 
warning his parishioners; he must not par- 
ticipate in any schismatic service.“ 


Pope Firm in Policy. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
ROME, Dec. 9.—It is learned from an au- 
thorized source that the reports of a rap- 
prochement between France and the vatican 
are unfounded. The pope has determined to 
make no concession nor desist from the pol- 
icy of resistance to the separation law unless 
the law itself, not its application, be altered. 
Had any attempt been made to open direct 
negotiations with the vatican the pope will- 
ingly would have consented to reconcile the 
rights of the church with theprovisions of the 
law, but as none was made the vatican will 
not change its attitude of resistance. It is 
likely that a document shortly will be pub- 
lished at the vatican containing the pope’s 
final decision, but the form of the document 
has not yet been decided upon. 


CASTRO IS IN CRITICAL STATE. 


President of Venezuela Moved to Sea- 
coast Village of Macuto—Chance 
of Recovery Remote. 


FORT DE FRANCE, Martinique, Dec. 9.— 
Reliable advices received here from Vene- 
zuela set forth that President Castro was 
moved down to the little seacoast village of 
Macuto, near La Guaira, last Monday. He 
made the trip from Caracas in a bed. When 
he arrived at Macuto he appeared to be 
absoiutely unconscious. It is generally be- 
Meved that he has no chance of recovery. 
Violently worded posters have been circu- 
lated in Caracas, declaring that no one is 
deceived régarding the gravity of President 
Castro’s illness,.and insisting that the exer- 
cise of the executive power be assured 
through a vice presidert, as is provided for 
in the constitution. For a long time, the 
poster continued, only routine government 
matters have been attended to, and impor- 
tant questions are being held in abeyance. 
Gen. Paredes, an ex-revolutionary, now in 
exile, is organizing a serious insurrectionary 
movement, and declares that he will soon 
take the field. He claims to have 15,000 
rifles at his disposition.

BELGIAN SCOFFS AT US. 


Power of Oriental Nation to Con- 
centrate Navy Declared 
Great Factor.

PARIS, Dec. 9.—It is useless blinking at 
the fact that the people here believe war 
between the United States and Japan can 
be averted only by a miracle 

Indeed, it is easy to detect in newspaper 
comments a surprise that Japan does not 
strike now when the chances of success are 
all in her favor. It is useless to disguise the 

that Buropean military experte have 
a high opinion of America’s military 

capabilities. A Belgian cavalry captain, for 
example, in a letter prifited here, remarks: 

Belgium could beat the Americans on 
land. As to their navy, they have no pa- 
triotic crews. I know that even navy officers 
do not comnt on the faithfulness of their men 
in case t war. The United States ought 
to realize that the militia system has noth- 
ing to do with modern warfare, that the 
Japanese will outdo them when they please 
and that the only manner to remain a world 
power is-a permanent army, comprising all 
citizens, after the European or Japanese sys- 
tems. 


Japan Can Concenträte Fleet. 

Another officer, this time an American, ex- 
presses equally pessimistic views regarding 
the American navy. 

“The Japanese navy, he says, is not as 
large as that of the United States, but Japan 
has no colonies, The Philippines are at her 
door and the whole of her fleet can be con- 
centrated on one spot. The American navy, 
on the other hand, is necessarily divided. It 
always must have some ships in the Atlantic. 
in the West Indies, and, generally speaking, 
on the South American goast. Therefore, the 
superior fleet, available for immediate or rea- 
sonably quick action, is tue Japanese.“ 

It would be a mistake to interpret such com- 
ments as indicative of hostility toward the 
states. On the contrary; a general desire is 
manifested to see the Japanese wings clipped. 


One correspondent writes: 


If the United States or European nations 
are foolish enough to let Japan grow, they 
will have only what they deserve when Japan 
will rule the world, because they will have 
sufficiently proved their lack of intelligence 
and cohesion as one race against another.“ 


Roosevelt’s View Has Weight. 


Another writer, Comte Puymanne de 
Kiraintry, of the Fifth regiment of Culras- 
siers, writes: 

„ have read the extraordinary comments 
of Roosevelt on the American-Japanese dis- 
pute. I éspecially have appreciated the opin- 
ion he advanced as to the Japanese, who from 
every point of view, he declares, are almost 
our superiors. 

„ Personally I am of Roosevelt’s opinion, 
but let it be understood in a different sense, 
for there does not exist, so far as lam aware, 
any nation of the white race, no matter in 
what age, which in war would have pushed 
treachery to the point of beginning it before 
any declaration. 

“This evil action, committed by Japan, 
has put this race beyond the pale of nations. 
I, therefore, applaud with all my heart the 
action of Californians, who do not want any 
close contact with people of that race, and I 
send them all my congratulations at not ac- 
cepting as words of gospel soft phrases of 
this dear president.“ 

Japan is not as popular with Europeans es 
is Roosevelt. People here fully realize any 
further growth of Japanese influence means, 
sooner or later, the exclusion of the white 
races from Asia and control of the Pacific 
by Japan. Europe, therefore, believes war 
between the two powers is inevitable, and 
thinks .the United States would show com- 
mon sense in building a navy and complet- 
ing the Panama canal, which are neces- 
sary to enable its naval forces to be con- 
centrated in the Pacific at short notice. 

There is not much faith shown in the idea 
that an American-Japanese war would drag 
Europe into the quarrel. As one writer says: 

“In case of trouble between the United 
States and Japan there would be much talk 
of intervention, of alliances, etc., 
chances are they would have to fight it out 
alone, just as poor old Spain did. But it 
would be a good thing to recall the unpre- 
paredmess of the United States, both at the 
beginning of the civil war and of the war 
with Spain, an unpreparedness which cost us 
dearly in the end, and the sooner the Panama 
canal is built the safer we shall be from 
Japan.“

time a letter in regard to the school question, 
which the Japanese Association of America 
sent to President Roosevelt by Secretary 
Metcalf. It is evident from the president's 
message that he gained many of his ideas 
| from this letter. It deals at length with all 


briefly the Japanese grievances, as follows: 

“The Japanese, believing they have been 
unjustly discriminated against solely on ac- 
count of race, protesting against segregation, 
‘and refusing to submit their children to 
dangers incident upon, their attending said 
oriental school, have declined to obey the 
order of the board of education, and unless 
the order be rescinded or other relief had, the 
Japanese children of San o, without 
fault on their part, will be depPived of the op- 
portunity to obtain an education.” 

When the Japanese association was writing 
this letter eighteen Japanese students were

Home rule for Chicago wes opposed in 

vigorous words by the Rev, William A. 

Bartlett in his morning sermon in First Con- 
gregational church. 

His opposition was based on his fear that 
the influence of the foreign born population 
of Chicago would be sufficient to establish the 
“continentel Sundey in the city and allow 
saloons and other places of business to Te 
main open on the first day of the week, 

“The most pressing questions before the 
charter convention,” he said, “ relate to the 
proposed exemption of the city from certain 
state laws. As it stands teday the mayor of 
Chicago is under obligation to enforce the 
law against opening the saloons of the city 
on Sunday and is answerable to the state for 
so doing. It the demand of the United Socie- 
ties for Local Self-Government, coupled with 
a threat, is acceded to, then the city will 
govern itself in the matter of the saloon. 


Pleads for State Restraint. 

“We have now a condition of perpetual 
Anarchy, but there is hope of improvement 
so long as the state law applies to this city. 
But if we should be separated from the state 
the conditions might be far worse, and Chi- 
cago might become an unsafe place for resi- 
dence. For we should lose any distinctly 
American character and our institutions. 
which we have regarded as Christian, might 
goon be changed. i 

“A whole state acts as a healthful restraint 
om any one part of it. Laws made for the 
good of many are better than laws framed 
for the few. Our privileges and prosperity 
are dependent on the carrying out of constitu- 
tional rights. But why should represents- 
tives of other nations who have come here to 
better themselves seek to abrogate laws 
which have, when obeerved, made us a 
stronger nation?!“ 

Closing of the postoffice on Sunday was 
urged by the Rev. M. P. Boynton in Lexing- 
ton Avenue Baptist church. 

“It is bad morals and miserable example,” 
he said, “for our government to continue 
this needless practice.“ 3 

Pastor John Roach Straton of the Second 
Baptist church also pleaded for Sunday ob- 
servance, saying: 

Let no man think because material pros- 
perity continues that, therefore, judgment 
js not coming upon Chicago through the vio-

Layers and pleyers alike already have 
experienced how difficult a matter it is to 
bring performers hailing from all parts of 
the country together, yet, judging from the 
results obtained, more particularly in the 
handicaps, in which events the cleverness 
of a racing secretary has most scope, Mr. 
Nathanson apparently solved the problem. 
In no single instance did the winner of a 
handicap make the work of the handicapper 
look out of line, and even in the selling races 
the conditions were well framed. 


Easterners Have Good Chance. 

While it is a far cry from the preliminary to 
the Derby proper over its one and one-eighth 
miles, the two always have been linked in the 
minds of local turf patrons, and the former, 
aside from ite financial value, alwaye has 
possessed its quota of interest as a fore- 
runner of the possibilities of the greater 
event. While it may be a good guess to 
state even this early in the season and tak- 
ing into account all the exigencies of the 
sport, that Burlew and O'Neill will win the 
$10,000 guaranteed stake, it hardly is probable 
that Fantastic will go down in turf history 
as the winner of the double event.” 

Even to the stanchest of admirers of the 
thus far more than ordinarily successful 
trainer jockey combination, it must have been 
apparent that Fantastic was just a wee bit 
lucky in leading her field to the wire and that 
her success was in great part due to one of 
those occasionally brilliant rides of which 
Jockey Nicol is capable. Lucky in the break,

Fantastic Not Expected to Repeat. 

It may be safely predicted, therefore, that 
Fantastic is hardly liable to repeat this vic- 
tory should she start later on, and that her 
victory exemplified the racing luck which is 
such a potent factor on the tirf. 

It would have been a matter of congratula- 
tion to the well known Chicago turfman, 8. 
T. White, had his colt, De Oro, taken first 
honors. Indeed, it was De Oro's most brill- 
lant effort, and one of which few thought him 
capable. 

The work of the riders during the first thir- 
teen days was singularly clean, and rough 
work was noticeably absent. Only one dis- 
qualification occurred, and but two other 
claims of toul were lodged, neither of which 
amounted to sufficient interference under the 
rules of racing for the judges to allow.

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GARFIELD REPORTS DISCRIMINA- 
‘TION IN BATES Is ON WANE. 


Commissioner of Corporations in An- 
muel Review ef Work of Bureau 
Says Independent Business Inter- 
ests Are Beginning to Get Square 
Deal—Results of Inquiry Into Other 


Urges Need of Federal Inspection. 


Washington, D. C., Deo. 6. The annual re- 
port of Commissioner of Corporations James 
R. Garfield, made public today. denotes epeo- 
ial attention to the investigations of the 
transportation of oil and the operations of 
the Standard Ou company. 

Dum the investigation of the oll in- 
dustry,” says the report, “ it was discovered 
that a widespread system of railway dis- 
criminations existed in favor of the Standard 
Oil company, affecting 4 large proportioh 
of the country, and resulting substantially 

to the Standard Oil company an 

lming advantage in transportation 

in almost all sections of the country; that 

in existence for a 

number of years, and that largely by virtue 

of it the Standard had been able to restrict 

or eliminate competition throughout many 

—.— of the country and thereafter reap 
the benefits of monopoly. 

These railway discriminations took vari- 
ous forma, often Ingenious in their nature, 
and 80 skillfully concealed that their exist- 
ence was rarely suspected, even by the active 
competitors of the Standard, although such 
competitors knew that in general they were 
doing Business at u disadvantage.”’ 


Point for Oil Shippers. 

During the fisoal year indictments con- 
taining 8,198 counts were returned by the 
various grand juries, as the result of this 
investigation. 

“A most striking and important result 
immediately followed the investigation of 
the bureau; the reilroads canceled substanti- 
ally all the secret rates, illegal or improper 
discriminations, and in many cases the dis- 
criminations in open rates. The shippers of 
oil advise the bureau that for the first time 
in many years they ere row rapidly ob- 
taining equality of treatment from the trans- 
portation companies. 

Work on the other phases of the oll in- 
dustry and the investigations of the tobacco, 
steel, sugar, and coal industries are weil 
advanced; special reports thereon will be 
made in due course. An inquiry into canal 
and water transportation has been started.“ 


Inspection of Corporations. 

Commissioner Garfield urges again the 
necessity for the establishment of federal in- 
spection end supervision of the greater in- 
dustrial corporations engaged in interstate 
and foreign: commerce, He says it will not 
interfere with the power and authority of 
the states over the corporations created 
under a state law and is not an invasion of 
private rights, but merely will ‘ restore 
individual responsibility and prevent the cor- 
porations from bejng the hiding place of 
the irresponsible, dishonest, or corrupt man- 
ager.” 

Denial of the right to engage in interstate 
commerce is suggested as the penalty for 
proved violation of the law. 


SAYS .OWNERSHIP IS TOO 
REMOTE TO BE CONSIDERED. 


Vice President Gardner of Northwest- 
ern Line Thinks Railroads Are Un- 
justly Criticised. 


Government ownership of the great public 
utilities is not probable, according to state- 
ments made by W. A. Gardner, vice presi 
dent of the Chicago and Northwestern rall- 
way company, m an address delivered before 
the Cotperative class in the First Congre- 
gational church of Evanston yesterday. 
“ Private ownership of the lighting, trans- 
portation; and other public utilities,” said Mr. 
Gardner, “is here, and here to stay.” 

The speaker cited several things done re- 
cently by railroad companies in the further- 
anoe of charitable and philanthropic work 

among their employés, and said: 

1 During the last decade they have given 
more than.$3,000,000 for the erection of Y. M. 
C. A. buildings, and at the present time are 
giving about $1,000 a day for the support of 
the same work.” 

Mr. Gardner said a great deal of abuse has 
been heaped upon railways for the alleged 
overworking of thelr employés. “ We often 
meet statements that employés work a day 
aud a half for a day’s pay. This is not cor- 
rect. Every employé who works overtime is 
paid time and a half for every extra hour he 
works. 

„% Several railways have established a pén- 
sion system for their employés too old for 
gervice, and the Northwestern line now has 
about 320 men on its pension roll.”

WILL FIGHT’ TRUE BILL. 


Lawyers Declare Indictment Is 
Indefinite in Terms—Pagin 
3 to Appear. 


The Standard Of] company attorneys will 
ask immu for their client when the de- 
murrer to the indictment, returned sm 
it August, is argued before Judge 
dis in the United States District court at 10 
o'clock this morning. John 8. Miller, who 
is one of the Standard’s attorneys, was lead- 
ing counsel for the packers and gained im- 
munity for them in the beef cases which were 
tried ‘before Judge Humphrey. 

The plea for immunity set up in the oil 
trust case is based on the passage of the 
new rate law which the Standard claims re- 
pealed the section of the Elkins bill under 
which the indictment was voted. The in- 
dictment was returned Aug: 20 by two spe- 
Clal grand juries summoned to inquire into 
rebate charges involving the Standard Oil 
and several railroad companies. 


Law Passed on June 20. 

The new rate law was passed June 29 and 
approved the same day by the president. On 
June 30, however, congress passed an amend- 
ment, stating the new law should not go into 
effect until sixty days thereafter, and the in- 
dictment here was returned the fifty-ninth 
day after that. The trust attorneys declare, 
however, that the bill had become a law when 
congress passed the amendment and that the 
amendment is without force. 

The government attorneys do not admit that 
the passage of the new law worked a remis- 
sion in penalties for offenses committed under 
the Elkins act, but will argue that even if it 
should the amendment of congress was reo- 


assert that under section 18 of the general 
statutes of the United States it expressly 
provides that penalties for offenses under one 
law shall not be affected unless so provided in 
the new law. In response to this Mr. Miller 
and Alfred D. Eddy, western counsel for the 
Standard Ou, declare that section 10 of the 
new rate law, which deals with “ pending 
cases,” should be so construed. 


Claim Indictment Is Indefinite. 

The Standard Ou, however, does not base 
its demurrer solely on this one contention. 
Another matter on which the government at- 
torneys expect much stress will be laid is the 
plea that the indictment is not sufficiently 
definite and certain. This is a general ob- 
jection to the indictment and may cause the 
downfall of that document in any one of the 
6,428 counts. 

It was to make the indictment bulletproof 
in every particular that Attorney General 
Moody sent his indictment expert, Assistant 
Attorney General Oliver E. Pagin, to assist 
former District Attorney Morrison in its prep- 
aration. . Extraordinary care was exercised 
in drawing it up and when completed it con- 
tained 4,000 pages. Gen. Pagin pronounced it 
the government 18 inch gun.“ 


Gen. Pagin Will Appear. 

In the hearing today District Attorney Ed- 
win W. Sims will de afded by Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorneys James H. Wilkerson and 
Francis G. Hanchett, while Assistant Attor- 
ney General Pagin will also appear for the 
government. They declare that the gov- 
ernment case is complete and are confident 
Judge Landis will overrule the demurrer. 

The defense in the beef trust cases was 
that James R. Garfield of the bureau of cor- 
porations had called the various packers in 
to give testimony before him and that this 
evidence would be used against them. Con- 
gress has since passed a law providing that 
a man oannot gain immunity for himself 
by submitting to such an inquiry unless he 
is first sworn. In no case, however, does he 
secure immunity for the corporation he repre- 
sents.

MEN AND OPERATORS. 


Special Agent 0. D. Johnson of’ Em- 
‘ployment Department Says He Can- 
not Secure Men for Positions Pay- 

ing $90 to $120 Per Month—Sécks 
Experienced Workers Ambitious 
for Promotion—Says Western Me- 
vator Men Cannot Buy Steel. 


Positions paying from $90 to $120 a month 
are going begging on the Great Northern 
So difficult is it for the Hill road 
to obtain men to take the jobs that the 
road has established an employment bureau. 
O. D. Johnson, one of the special agents of 
the Great Northern railway, is now in Chi- 
cago with a dragnet out for men. 

“TIT have been here several days,” said 
Mr. Johnson, “ with the poorest results, I 
have gpent much on newspaper space beg- 
ging for men. And I have had many answers 
to the advertisements, but they were not 
available. 

Ot the scores of applications few had 
ever been more intimately connected with 
the operation of a train than to ride on 
one, I am required by the branch of the 
service I represent to take only experienced 
men, capable of rapid promotion, and this 
is one of the trouble makers. 

Too many men come to me with, Give 
me any old thing so I can make a living.’ 
These are the ones I cannot use. They must 
be ambitious or they are useless. In my 
position of traveling examiner I am re- 
quired to pass all applicants in the book 
of rules and the operation of a train and de- 
termine their fitness for promotion.“ 

In addition to scarcity of trainmen, Mr. 
Johnson said that station agents and tele- 
graph operators are also badly needed. 
Operators may earn from 360 a month in 
stations to $140 as dispatchers, should they 
be found capable of such promotion, 

“The newspapers have been attacking the 
Great Northern because it fails to move 
the erop. continued Mn Johnson. There 
can be only one reply. The elevator men 
of the west are unable to buy steel to build 
elevators.”’
